It in  reviewing the past we
Hud customs aud practices were approved
and  In use  which are  now discarded,
or only partially employed, woe are  not
therefore to think our pradecessors gulity of
madpractice, or fnftucnced by avoldable errord, New
alscoveries, clearer light, and longer experience
may jasiify and require changes 1 progressive
sclepee,  With the gqualificutions which now are
vours, we think of you in anticipation as engagad in
the devious wanderiongs of the practising physieian;
but ¥hether thus éngaged or not, we are sure youar
medical knowledge will ever be valuable, a5 no
situation (n this Ife 18 free from paln and sleknonsd,
and none where such knowledge may not at some
time be avallable for good, * * *

The mission of the physician is fulfilled In the
darkest, most gloomy, and psnfal perlods of hnman
existence, and yet how little 18 known by the neople
of the means at s dlsposal! o slekness the doctor
1$ sent for, and expected to relleve or care, with
medicines or maulpulations, But a< practitioners
and theories are so varfons, it must often be dinieoult
1o decide to whom shall be offered the opportanity.
Is there & remedy for gnch ditieaity? It 18 believed
there I8, consisting in informng the public mind in
relation 10 the causes and the treatmont of digease,
But are all to become doctors! By no mesuns. A
knowledge of the merits of an art does not enadle
the informed to practice It but graatly alds {n se-
pcting the most skillul operative,

T he popularizing of medieal gelence may not only
do good in this way, but by prompting to the reform
of unphealthivl babits—to the more alry construction
of ¢lties and thelr more thorougn cleansing—the
better ventilntion of our housesa and the more free
admission thercin of sunlight and daylight, to the
most rational eystem af warning them, and to the
adoption of muuy other sanltary moasares, ' "

To all, then, 1s ofered the suggestion that if modl.
cal knowledge was ju«re [freely dizsemionated, (L
would lead to the promotion of health and the more
ratiopal treatment of (disease, Then allow the wdl-
vice—talk with the people In a way in which they
can understand ; use slmple words and give common
sgnse conclusions—avold pedantry and irystery—and
do not pretend vhat pature can oaly be understood
through the medinm of Latin and Greek. They may
give thie opinfons of men, but nature may be read In
eyvery tongue.

If, then, medical edncation qualifics woman for
the common walks of 1ife, as it surely does, may it
not prepare her under favoring cirenmstances for
more extended appiication of her #kill anda Know-
iedge? How many will thus miake use of what they
nave gained none can teéll: but it a woman physiclian
I8 honest and falthfol in her voeation, there 13 no
apparent reagon why she should not receive the
calls of the sick, and minister to their condition
with skill and snceess equal to that of any other:
and i a good woman, she will seek to Know, what
ghe slone can know, her highest duty, and then
none need fear the neglect of family or any other
of the important concerus of |ife.

1t has been sald that the study of medicine Is in.

delicate and demoralizing, I3 11807 I 80, then Jt
18 high time that we see to {t, I this is the effect of
preparation which hundreds of youbg men annoanlly
receive before entering upon oneé of the most hon-
vred and reapousible vocarlons known in soglety, It
needs investigation, Batit 18 not 0. Whatever is
vulgar, unchaste, or immoral does not essentially
belong to medicine ; and such manifeststions, when
ever appearing, are from a lower source, Next 1o
the discharge of immediate datles to the Blok should
be the desire to improve the healing art, and thus
lenve something of value for posterity. It may not
be the (pAuence of an exalted name; 1t may
pnot be anvthing that can be individoalized:
neither the sriting of & book nor the latroduction
of anew splint. We may be unknown beyond a
smull oirele, but if within that we have labored to
sustain the most ll]‘lrl'l"n\'l.'l! practice, that most con-
sigtent with pature, with aimplicity and truth, we will
ald In promulgating the right, in conferring upon
suciety digcoveries caloulaied to redeem from error
and render human life longer and happier,
& The uncertainties of medicine are often re-
ferred to, and the inguiring ask why this sickness,
aud why mot the 1||lul'flu.'- remedy ¥ Maoy diseases
arise from known aud avoldable canses; in lllustra-
tion, It 18 oply needful to refer to the use of alco-
holle drinks, aud from the effects of wmch' pro-
bably not less Wthan 100,000 die anoually in the Unlted
stated: and to Lthe elfeots of opium, of tobacco, of
eating too much, apd of food fanlty in guality; to
Ble{-l)[‘ngm llults or 00 much, or at unseasonuble
thnes; approprinting the large and amall hoars of
the nlgllflor doing that which would be muaoch bet-
ver done in the eatly evening or the glowlng mora-
ipgg, Tothis lst add excessive labor and losuni-
cient exercige, want of pure air and cleaniiness,

Toadvise respeciing your reading be
superfiuous, but allow a few words about 1L, 1L is
oftén better to read a suoject through several hooks
than to read one book through ; aud should the eve-
ping fuarnlst the opportanity, it mnf be lnstractive
and comforting Lo see what others have recorded In

Upon the occaslon of 50 greal an event as the
supplanting of the old Volunteer Fire Depart-
ment, with 18 accompaniments of incendiarism,
racing, serimmages, midnight brawls, and rlots,
by the Pald Fire Department, which is to give
us decency, safety, and despatoh in the manage-
ment of fires, it would be much to expect
that there wonld not be a lively demonstration
on the part of those who were auﬂdanl{ stripped
of all thelr powers. Last nighi, (here-
fore, of the “‘b'hoys,” whose exploits
kave lo the past been the theme for &0 many a
local, ® out to have one of the old-
fashloned fires, where they might enjoy an un-
dlsputed sway. As Dame Fortune happened at
that woment 1e be in a provoking mood towards
them, the “b'hoys"” commenced the old practice
of lncendisrism. A fre was bullt under th¢ stalrs

lending to the gallery of Fox's 0ld American
Irentre, ata quarter of 2 o'clock this morning,
and an alarm was sounded: but assome of the old
companies did notrespond with their customary
zenl, another alartn was gounded. But there
WisE no nl'-rluihtly response. The fire was soon
extingnighed, At 540 anether alarm waa
sounded. As theee efforts were not saccessful,
the incendinries moved farthér down town, in
the very heart of the domain of the “unterri-
fled,” and built a fire iu a nowly painted and
upoceupled  houre at Ninth u».ﬁ Christinn
sireete, Here there was somewhat of the old
zenl. The “b'hoys" assembled with epeed: a
dozen streams were pourlog into the bullding,
although a bocket full of waler wall
applicd would  have destroved the fire,
which was languisking wunder the celiar
etalre. The windoss woere amashed,
the doors burst fn, and the bualldiog
damaged to the extent of half itz voloe, Then n
ecrimmage ensucd, and spannera and horna and
¢lubs were plied In lively sivle untll, exhausted
and bloody, the volonteora digparsed. An effort
was made 0 rend the ““Mova™ on a wild-goose
chase abont town, and the alnrm-<box in their
hovse was seanded at 415, 450, 525, and 605,
this morning. There are prealetions thal thoere

Our friende over the river pollad a heavy vole
in the election yestorday, The azgregale vote
for Mavor last year was 3215, while the vote for
the rame official yesterday was 5053, an Increase
of 2488 votes, nearly 77 per cent. The enavasy
was excecdingly well contested, nnd each party
strajned every merve to win victory. The Re-
publicans came ofl beat, however, the majority
tor Bamuel M. Gaul belng 148, They also elect
Charlee Cox for the ofilee of Recorder, nud in
the Boards of Chosen Ireetolders snd of Eduo-
cation they have secared majorities. In Com-
mon Council the vote will stand 15 Eepublicans
and 9 Democrats, o haudsome majority, which
will insure the election of Ulty Solicitor and
City Burveyor, those ollicers, according to the
pew charter, belog elected Ly that body.

For the ollice of Receiver of Taxes, however,
our Republican friends did not do justice, A, €,
Juckeon, the Democratie candidate for that po-
sition, beating John Smith, Jr., by over two
bhundred majority.

The election passed off very quietly, Saveral
attemmpts at Lillipntian rows were made, but
they bad a small ending. A crowd at the pre-
cinct house at Second and Spruce streets began
hustling the colored voters just asthe polls were
closing last evening, bat no blows were struck.
A colored man, a quick learner in the ways of
¢lp, named John Cannon, was arrested in the
afterncon for attemmpting to vote illegally, he
belng under age. Ile was laken befora Mayor
Cox and was held to answer. The Fourth ward,
like its twin-brother in Philadelphia, is a Damo-
cratie seetion, and In this delighifal neighbor-
hood the unterrifled are accused of baving
played the game which our Philadelphia friends
know go well, viz., repeating,. The Democrats
ran in twenty-five votes of that class, and the
Republicans taik of throwing out the entire
precinet.

Lue =ntement was published ln some ol su
papers yesterday that Uhief Engineer Downay
of the volunteer department, had retired.

Downey denies this, and declares that he is the
only Chief Engineer of the Fire Departinent
until be Is notified by the commissioners that
Mr. Johnson, the head of the Paid Fire Depart-
ment, will assume his dutles, This has not yet
been done. While the people are congratulating
themeelves npon the new regime now Lo come
in Torce, tbhey shake their heads suspicionsly
and say that there will be a collision between
the old aud new firemen. By a section of the
ordivance of ihe Paid Fire Deparlmeng, the
hlgber ofiicers of the doepartment, from foremen
up, nre invested with police autbority, and it is
gurmiscd that when they attempl to exercise
thiz on the volunteers, who will endeavor to
(nr\;«_ the ropes, there will be trouble. The
Mavor should hold the police force in readiness,
that at the first fire, when the new departinent
goes into effective operation, a posse of oflicers
may accompany the firemen and check any dis-
turbance. It will require ahout ten days to
perfect all the arrangements of the commis-
sloners.

Tue first business was the calling of the roll
of the com panies, the assignment of the men to
each, and the fixing of the oflleial position of
the men. This occeupied about two hours, after
whicli all who were nol assigned positions in
the department were asked to retire.

You in your position are oMeers
of the clty, and a8 suca must conduct youraelves us
gentlemen, Be clvil to everybody, Whoen goiog to
fires, go quietiy and do not disturb everybody. The
foretuan Is respopgible for the company. In going
to or coming from lres no raciog will be allowed,
but you are to go with such speed as can be dope
without risk to e or property. This regualation
will be enforced strictly. No one 18 to be admitted
to the engine-houees, exoopt those who
are connected with the departmeut. You will re-

(elve your gum coata from the department vo-day ;

the hats are not yet quite ready. 10 you leave the

service you are not to keep these equipments, 1ne
fatigue caps will slso be furnished, and these yon
will wear ot ull times, 50 that you will be known as

f member of the department. We will expaect to

bave you all at your posts to-nlght. You will have

arducus duties for a time, but in & short time 1t
will all simmer down, and you will have compara-
tively nothing to do.”
